They  come  with  the  skilled  eye  and  the 
cunning  hand  to  develop  our  industries,  to 
improve  and  diversify  the  products  of  labor. 
In  this  great  and  growing  country  it  will  be 
many  years  before  the  competition  can  be 
as  ruinous  as  in  Great  Britain.  Even  then 
a  protective  tariff  will  in  a  measure  break 
its  force,  as  in  Germany,  where  the  wages 
of  laboring  men  are  far  better  than  before  the.
